She ran easily, without the ur-ual 
ponndiug of new iiiachinery, and tbiew 
the water from her bow s like an "nee, in 
greyhound."

At to day's con- 
ference the dock otiicials ogree,l to con- 
cede to every denianil made by the men, 
except that for sixiielieo per hour. The 
delegates of the alrikera insisted on the 
six|)enee, and the conference was again 
suajM-.nded without a aettlement. '

(iLASiiow, Aug. 2,S.— The dock labor- 
era of (Jhiagow have been very uneasy 
ever aince the inauguration of the strike 
in London, and their leaders have been 
urging them lo follow the example act 
them.

LOISl^TER CULTURE. 

An experiment ia being tried on ilie 
other side of the continent, the suecesa 
ful result of which may be of conaid«ra 
ble advantage to this province. It ha^ 
been found that in apite of re.strictiv( 
regulations and close seaaniis, loliaterr 
are becoming scarcer and scarcer in 
Canadian waters on tho eastern side o; 
the continent. Tlie coa.sta of alinoai 
every one of the maritiuie jiroviiicoa and 
of Newfoundlaml liave been over- 
liahed. Can they lie rciloi ed by arti 
licittl means t was anxiously asked bj 
men who took an interest in the sea 
fisheries of those provinces. A Mr. 
Neilseii, of Newfoundland, has under 
taken to give a practical answer to thi.>- 
(|ueati(ni, 'I'lie ( iovernnicnt of the col 
ony has had a liatcliery erected for hiii. 
on Dildo Ishmd, in Trinity Hay. Foui 
or five weeks after he had commenceu 
operations he liad over a million and i. 
half of ova under troatnicnt. Tli' 
spawn waa liatijlied in ten or twelvi 
daya after it wa.s ilepoaited in the hatch 
cry. 'I'he infant lobsters weie exceed 
ingly lively, darting about their nur 
•sery gracefully und rapidly, apparently 
In sport, but now and again eating on 
another. 'I'he young caniiibala were fci 
fill- live or aix daya on focid preparn 
li oin livei-.s of the ciidfi.sh. 'I'licy wci , 
very fond of this, uiul il ua.i ob.sci'vcii 
tliat wlieii they liad cnougli of this pa| 
they got over their propensity to dc 
VOUr one another. When the yoiiiiL 
lobsters were old enough to iind thoi: 
own food, which was very aooii, tlie\ 
were set free in the waters of the hay ti 
get llieir livim; in tlic iiatiiiid way. .Mr. 
Meilaen anil those who have visii(;d lii 
iiatching ostabiishment have no doubi 
whatever of the success of the expei i 
nient. 

The spaivn is taken from the lolialcr.s 
which li.shei'iiieii have captiiretl. It is, 
aa alldwcUera by tlie cast(!iii sco.s klvm 
disposed in rows under tho lobster's tail, 
to which it is attached by hairs. 'J'hi' 
ova are already fertilized. All thut is I'e 
i|uircd to liO done is aa carefully aa poa. 
silile to detach the egga luid de])oail 
tlieiii in a proper bed in the iKitchcry. 

The experiiuciit wliicli i.s being trii-ii 
in Newfoundland on a large acaie coiilii 
bo repeated in miniature in British Co 
Inmbio. In these days of rapid tranaii 
it would not, wo think, bo very ilidicuU 
to transport two or three hiindriMl 
leiiiali- lobateis across the continent. 
l.,ol)dlci s arc very tenaciim.s of life, ami 
if they wore ut all carefully treated, h 
number of them conUl be .safoly brought 
from tho Gulf of St, Lawronco or the 
.^.tlantic shore,' mid when here suh 
jucted to Mr. Noilsun's proceaa. The 
lobster would ho a valiiahic addition ti. 
the eiliblu crcaturcH that inliabit tin 
waters of tliis province. There ia iiolh 
ing that wo gan ; aoo to hlifdor lobsteiH 
thriving in those northern wntcis, ami 
the Hiicceaa that liaa atti'iidcd NcilKeii'f 
elVorta gives reason to believe that they 
can hi) iiitroihiceil willionl much dilli 
oulty. 

THE J'EOJ'LE'H liiaUT. 

It uppouru to UB to liavo boon very 
unwise to fuisl the oflicial' use of tho 
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I'l-onch language on tho North-west 'i'ar- 
ritorios and Manitoba. When the laws 
that did this were made, those regions 
were but sparsuly settled, a very great 
part of them, indeed, not snttlcd at all. 
To doorco that tho future inhabitants of 
that vast wildernosa should use any p ir- 
ticular language, and should be c^ ai- 
pelled to adopt a, certain system of i lu- 
cation, was to deprive settlei.i of 
rights which they ought to exorci.se. It 
was for the people of the North-west 
thomsolves to decide what language 
should bo used in the transaction of 
their public business, and what system 
of schools they should select. To make 
tho selection for them was to treat them 
as if they wore children. Such legisla- 
tion, too, imiat of nuccaaity be tempor- 
ary. It is folly to expect to bind a 
people without their consent for 
all time to oome. The majority 
will have- their own way in spite 
constitutions and statute laws. When 
tho majority in the Nortli-wcst Terri- 
tories Iind the use of two languages in 
tho legislatures und documents intended 
for tho use of the public inconvenient, 
they will use the ono which they con- 
sider tho most convenient and set the 
other osido. And it will be the aame 
with the schools. As soon as the greater 
number of the aetllers find that 
denominational schools are unsuitcd 
to the circumstances of the country 
they will, with or without a struggle, 
establish the system they like beat. Tlic 
abolition of tho unpopular and iiiiauil 
able system is only a i|iicslioii of time. 
Those who made a particular system jiart 
of tho organic law of the country only 
made trouble for future generations. 
It was impossible for them to secure the 
permanence of tho system they pre- 
ferred. In those diiys the people will 
shape their iii..litutiona to suit their cir- 
cuinataiicc; and their ideas of what is 
right, and any attempt to tic tlieiii 
lown to a certain course of action in any 
direction will bo futile. In this matter 
of longuages and schools tlu' ))i'oplc oi 
tlie great Northwest will have tlu ir ow n 
way in spite of the laws that have been 
enacted for their direction and guid- 
ance. 'They have a right to have tlicii 
own way in tliese matters, and any in- 
terference from outsiders will be certain 
t'l be reaciited. 



THE AMERICANS AGAINST 
THE AMERICAN CLAIM. 

The uiiteiiableneas of the United 
.States claim to the aovereigiity of Belli - 
iiig'a .Sea is iiisiated upon with great 
force and indeed demonstrated by aomc 
of the ablest and the most eminent of 
.'Vmerican journalists. No Britisli writer 
could si'.ow more clearly the groundless- 
ness and the inconsistency of the Amer- 
ican pretension than does the editor of 
Harper's Weekly in the following ar- 
ticle : 

"When Russia liclil all tlu^ Kurioiiiid- 
iiig land she made a claim of authority 
over the Behriiig .Sea, which the United 
States deiiieil and rcfu.scd to ackiiow- 
IcdL^e. t_)ur demoiislratioii of the case 
\vaa complete, and Russia did not iii- 
siat upon the ciuiiii. .Morcovi;r, we have 
.ilwaya aaserted the riglit to lish in the 
tlulf of St. Lawrence, although it ia en- 
tirely surrounded by lirilish territory, 
Hid the cliaiiiiel between N'ewfouiidland 
ind Cape liretoii is only litty miles 
..Iliad. Aa the United Statea iiave de- 
nied that the P.elirilig Sea is enclosed, 
no other great power except Kuaaia has 
i.ss(-rted it. In IS70, however, the 
treaty with Russia by which 
we aciiuiied .■Vlaska delined iiur 
water boundary by a line 
'starting from the .'\rctic ocean and run- 
ning through Behring strait to the north 
of St. Lawrence island,' then aoutli- 
weaterly midway between Alton and 
(!opper islands. In ISSl the Treasury 
Department instructed our naval ollicera 
iliat all the waters within that boundary 
.ire considered to be the waters of Alaska 
territory. Mr. 1,'levelund'a Administra- 
tion in 1885 adopted this view, and 
many arrests of British sealers were 
made. A strong protest followed froii 
the British Government, and the vessels 
were released. In consequence of the 
ri'Icase, a great number of British seal- 
CI S ajipeareil in the .sea. Congress then 
took up the subject, and prohibited the 
catching of seals within the dominion oi 
the United Statea iu Behring seu, ex 
cept by the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany. But Congress distinctly refused 
to claim that the waters of Alaska ter- 
ritory comprised the whole Behring sea 
eastward of the line mentioned in tin- 
treaty. The l.iw assuincil jurisdiction, 
lint ilid not lictiiic its limits. 

'■Tlie seizure of the sealers now rai.scs 
the (pieatioii, Do the United .State- 
claim dominion over the lleliiiiig sea 
east of the line mentioned ? If they I'.o, 
they derive their title .solely from Pais- 
sia. But they have long ago demon- 
-iti-ated that Russia could h;ivc no such 
title. The United States, hosvevcr, have 
not claimed, but, on the contrary, by 
the action of Congress, have declined to 
cl.iim a jurisdiction which the eoniinon 
consent of nations, the Uniti-d .State.- 
incluilcd, luiH ,l,iiir.l. Morcvcr, the 
ilij.rt for which this cuvfully .lualilicd 
jurisdiction is assri tnl is coninioii both 
In Creat liiil.iin und to the United 
Statei. It ia the jinitcclion of the seal 
lishery, which would aoon be extermiii- 
ited if the ravages which the sei/uic^ 
are intended to ineveut should continue. 
The situation, therefore, is obviously 
one for the calmest deliberation. 'I'he 
Caiiiuliaiis certainly cannot be allowed 
to destroy the seal lishcrica. I!ut they 
are not to be restiiiined by a claim oi 
.luthority which cannot be luiiintiiiiii-d. 
It must bo reniomherud coiistuntly, 
however, thut this claim is not niuile. 
\Vc have not yet defined our dominhm 
in the Alaska waters, and we are not 
likidy to make a claim there which 
would imperil our rights and interests 
idsewhore. This ia evidently the general 
.Vmerican view, as expn sscd by ihr 
press on all sides, und a prompt ami 
reasonable adjustment of the (|ucstion 
by negotiation would bo most honorable 
to tho admiuistration." 

Canadians do not want to destroy tho 
si.'til lishery of tho North Pacific Ocean. 
riu!y know its value too widl. They 
will cheerfully siiliniil to any iiiteiiia 
tional arrangement that may be agreed 
to for tho preservation of tho fur seals, 
and aid in secui'ing the enforcoment ot 
international regulations. Thoy have 
no desire whatever to hunt in the terri- 
torial waters of the United Stales, ami 
they do not complain when si'al-liiiiiti'r.s 
are punished for what ia really tietipass- 
iug. What thoy wish to see is tlio samu 
rules as regards territoriid waters in 
force on both hIiU s of the continent. 
Thoy want to he as fice to lish in Hohr 
iiig's Sea aa American lishermen arc in 
the (iiilf of St. Lawrence. They desire 
no privilege on this side of the conti- 
nont that is douiod ■ to .Amoricau liaher- 
meii on the otiier sldo. Bu t they ilo 
look njion it as niosti inconsistent in the 
American Government to lie exacting 
with respect to tho tliree-niili' 
limit on the uastern side of the 
continent and to elaiin Ihii whole 
Hea on the .vesleni side. As lIiirper'H 
Weekly aptly suggests, tho (lulf of St. 
Lawrence can bo inuoh 



considc'od a cloHsd sea than lieliriiig's 
Sea, yet tlio Americans protest vory 
emphatically to the threo-milo limit in 
that gulf being ineaaurod from a line 
Irawii from headland to headland, wliilo 
they will not allow British ships to ptir- 
sue thnir lawful uvooution sixty or a 
huudrod niiles from land in Behring's 
Sou. They refuse to allow tho rule 
which they make for the waters that 
wash the shores of Alaska to apply 
to the waters that wash the coast 
of the Dominion of Cuniula. It ia 
no wondor that fair-minded and clear- 
headed United States citizens are dis- 
gusted with such tt disregard of princi- 
ple — such glaring inconsistency. 

.1 SOUND OPINION. 

i'riucipal (Irani . liaii whom tlicrc i» 
not a clearcr-hea . man in the Dom- 
inion or ono nion , illy and inluUigontly 
patriotic, is very : -r from denouncing 
wholesale tho 18S' vho upheld the gov- 
ernment iu its rcinsal to diaallow the 
.Jesuita' I'lstates .-Vet or looking ujioii tho 
l;i who opposiid Sir John .Macdoiiald's 
policy with reganl to that meaanre as 
diaintorostod, aelf-aacriliciiig patriots. 
In the course of an interview with a 
representative of the Montreal Witness, 
in answer to tho question, "Why then 
did they (tho 188) vote against disallow- 
ance V ho said: 

"Chiefly for two reasons, either ono 
of which if heartily believed, it must he 
iickiiowlcdgod, was sulliuient for them. 
Some conaidcred Che Act "intra vires" 
of the province, and in sueh cases their 
theory of pioviucial riglita forced them 
to leave it alone. No matter how bad 
tlicj- might consider the meaaiirc or how 
oll'unsivc^ its preamble, yuii can ace hew 
thia would be, particulai ly with niein- 
hera from the smaller provinces. Tlieao 
could not be expcctcil to cut a ro.l that 
might be iip|ilicd next time to Ihrir own 
backs. Ontario, too, though bigenoiigli 
to take care of itself, has al- 
so been iiarticularly zealous of 
its provincial rights. Other mem- 
bers who believe that "intra vires" acta 
may be vetoed, if opposed to tlii^ gen- 
eral interests ul (', ma-la, iiii^ht surely 
lielicvc also ih It 1.1 V. Ill this bail act 
would be sliU iiiiiic Hj..iin.-.l ll;c ncial 
interest. Soiiirlinics y.iU may be .--but 
up to llobson's choice -b.id to h.ive thia 
act on the statute book, you say, but 
worse to veto it. Tliereloie, on '^'l oiinda 
of prudence, let it alone. 'Tlii^ is the 
arguincHt from expcilieiicy,' yon may 
say; that word docs not IriLjIitcn mc. 
Surely it ia better to do w hal is expe- 
dient than what i.s inc\p'. dit nt. Il 
Hceiua to me. thciefore, ii great inistake 
to breathe out iiidiscriiniiiate slaughter 
.igainat the one liundied and eighty- 
eight. It's worse ihiiii a miatake; it's 
w long. .Some of those men voted more 
con.scientiously than some of the thir- 
teen. Not a li'W of them, certainly, de- 
-.erve better of liir country than two or 
three of the tliirlieii wlio might be 
named. 'The people must distinguish 
between tho true and the false. 
A people who cannot so dis- 
tinguish are blinded by passion, and, 
iu so far, arc unfitted for fn.'c 
institutions. They arc not better than 
the Montreal constituency wlio rejected 
Sir (Icoi ge Carlier, notwitlistanduig his 
long services, simply because lie would 
not veto the New Brunswick scliuol act, 
that the liierarchy considered opposed 
to the interests of the Roman Catholic 
iiiinnrity in that province. Kipial rights 
men must bew.irc of lieiiig awung into 
the ignoljle position of being merely a 
|)ai ty of punishment." 

This is the language of a hroad-minded 
and truly tolerant man, who can put 
liimsi-If in another's pla.;i- and gi\'es 
those with whom he m.iy not agree the 
.iredil for honesty, sincerity and ri'gard 
for the general welfare which ia their 
ilu<-. 

The Ri'V. I'riucipal (Irant sees that 
men who have what they consider a 
prudent regard for provincial rights and 
[irerogativca, could not conscientiously 
vote for the nullilication ot a law which 
the province of (Quebec had, under 
the constitution, a perfect right to enact, 
■ind which was passed with womh.'i'fnlly 
lit tie opposit ion cit her in or out of the 
I'rovincial Lcgisl.il ui e. .Many of the 
ISS, no doubt, believed that if they 
voted for the disallowance of thia had 
law, constitutionally enacted, a jire- 
ueilent would he created for the diaal- 
lowance of what they and those who 
think as they do, regard aa L'ood and 
necessary provincial laws enacted in 
the same way. The Rev. Principal 
could put himself in the place of men to 
whom the choice of two evils wos sub- 
mitted and he disdained to join in the 
.•onilemnation of those who cho.so what 
they lielievi-d to be the least. His 
iipinion as being that of an able and 
conacicnthuia Canadian ia entitled to 
tho respect of all who desire to take a 
prudent and patriotic course on this 
anti-desuit iiucsl ion.
